Holmes also 
became the first community college in the 
nation to offer PSY 2543- Applied Behavior 
Analysis (ABA): an online course that counts 
toward the 40 hours of training neededd to 
apply for the Registered Behavior Technician 
(RBT) credential.

The college also updated the fitness center in 
Goodman, completed the exterior/signage for 
the fitness center in Ridgeland and added new 
eLearning/traditional classroom technology, 
among other updates.

Over the course of the 2018-2019 school year, the Holmes Community College Foundation - thanks to support from faithful Holmes 
supporters - was able to help beautify each campus, aid in physical improvements to the college and purchase state-of-the-art equipment 
and new technology.

What started out as an idea to have a friendly game of wiffle ball during the week of Halloween in 
full costumes quickly turned into so much more. The Holmes softball and baseball teams decided 
on a seven-inning co-ed softball game and named Blair E. Batson Children’s Hospital and their 
patients as the real winners, raising over $4,000 for the hospital. 


Coaches Kenny Dupont, Christa Childress, Karisa Coleman and Ryne Smith asked their players 
and managers to raise $30 to participate in the first-ever “Field of Screams” game at Charlie 
Donald Field. The 50 players and managers answered the call and almost tripled what would have 
been the initial $1,500. 


Batson Hospital is the flagship of Children’s of Mississippi, part of the University of Mississippi 
Medical Center. As Mississippi’s only children’s hospital, Batson cares for kids from across the 
state, offering everything from emergency care to highly specialized heart and cancer care for kids. 


The hospital treats about 150,000 children each year in more than 30 specialty areas, including 
newborn medicine, pediatric cardiology, neurology and surgery. It houses the state’s only pediatric 
intensive care unit and emergency department along with Mississippi’s only pediatric treatment 
programs for cancer, cystic fibrosis, sickle cell anemia, congenital heart defects and more. 


‘‘We were discussing different things that we could do with our teams together,” Childress said. 


‘‘We wanted a community event. Someone mentioned Blair E. Batson, and we wanted to do 
something around the holidays. We thought about a wiffle ball game, and we just kept working 
on it and came up with the idea. It was a great team-bonding experience for both of our teams to 
be there to support each other. It also caused them to think about a bigger cause. It could not 
have gone any better. The kids were all involved. I didn’t have one player who didn’t participate 
and neither did baseball. That’s a big thing there. Everyone got involved.” 


The Lady Bulldogs had Katie Dana of Carthage raise over $250. Baseball players Kameron 
Ferguson of Philadelphia, Nate Oswalt of Petal and Taj Porter of Mandeville, Louisiana, went 
even further with Ferguson and Oswalt raising over $500 each. As a team, the baseball players 
raised over $3,000. 


‘I feel the baseball team really took off with it on the money side and really pushed that which is 
very impressive,” Childress said. 


Dupont was quick to give Childress the credit. 


“It was actually Coach Childress’ idea,’ Dupont said. ‘‘She approached us and talked to us 
about having a fundraiser softball game. We all got together and decided Batson should be the 
beneficiary. Man it was a great one. 


‘*We want to make it an annual event. The kids had a great time. In fact, last night they were 
wanting to have one for Thanksgiving and one for Christmas. They are all fired up about it. I 
can’t say enough about Coach Childress, Coach Coleman and Coach Smith. Without those folks 
this would not have been possible. They just did a great job jumping in there; everybody did. I 
can’t say enough about how well the softball team did their part and the baseball team did their 
part. It was a total team effort between softball and baseball.” 


The softball and baseball players were divided equally to two teams coached by Coordinator of 
Athletic Programs Susie Jackson and Goodman Campus Police Commander Brian Wooten. 
Team Susie Jackson won 8-6 over Team Brian Wooten. 


‘*We want to continue on and make it bigger,”’ Childress said. “‘I think it’s definitely something 
we can make bigger and better.”

Lane was one 
of 15 Mississippi educators who 
received the Applied Behavior 
Analysis Scholarship for Teachers, 
provided by the Hosemann Family 
Autism Foundation. 


In 2018, Holmes made history as the 
first community college in the nation 
to offer PSY 2543 - ABA. Delbert and 
Lynn Hosemann, and their family, 
created the scholarship Lane received. 
The Foundation offered scholarships 
to the first 20 educators who applied, 
registered and passed the ABA online 
course, which began on Jan. 22.

During ABA Capitol Day, Lane and Dr. Jones both spoke on behalf of Holmes and Director of Marketing 
Bronwyn Martin and Director of eLearning Tish Stewart attended as representatives of the college. Dr. 
Jones also accepted scholarship monies from the Hosemann Family Autism Foundation for the ABA 
Scholarship for Teachers. 


Lane, who teaches second and third grade students in the self-contained special education classes, 
completed the course on March 15 and has already been able to use the material she learned in the course. 


"This class taught me how to work with certain behaviors," Lane said. "| was able to pull knowledge 
obtained in the class, and with help from the instructor on how to tweak some things, was able to improve 
those behaviors in my classroom. 


"Dr. Bellipanni was awesome. If | had a question, she was really quick to respond to me and she never acted 


like | was a nuisance, although sometimes | felt like | was because | had so many questions! | know this 
course would be beneficial for a lot of parents, as well." 
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This online course satisfies the 40-hour training requirement which is required to sit for the Registered 
Behavior Technician (RBT) Competency Assessment and RBT National Exam. This allows the individual to 
directly implement behavior-analytic services under a supervising Board Certified Behavior Analyst 
(BCBA). RBTs meet directly with clients and work in a variety of settings, including behavioral health 
clinics, schools and development centers. 


"| encourage those who take this course to go into it with an open mind, absorb all you can and don't 
hesitate to ask any questions," Lane said. "Even if the instructor didn't comment on every question raised 
or point made on our discussion boards, there were other people in the class that did, which was helpful. 
They were all educators, so they all had some experience in the classroom that they could share." 


Lane was among the fourth group of students to take the course at Holmes. Now that she has passed, 
she is ready to take the exam to become a RBT. 


"Several of my educator friends did not know | was taking this course, but when they saw that | was part 
of ABA Capitol Day, they called me wanting to know more. Even a lady that lives in Texas contacted me 
because she was interested in the course. Although | don't know her personally, we connected ona 
special education educator group on Facebook. Additionally, a friend who teaches at Northwest 
Mississippi Community College talked to me about the course because she is interested in possibly 
teaching it. 


"| can say, this course truly helped reignite the fire in me and reignite my passion for what | do. It was 
truly an answered prayer for me, and now | just have to take my RBT exam!" 


Formed in 2017 by Delbert and Lynn Hosemann, and their family, the Hosemann Family Autism 
Foundation is a nonprofit organization created to assist children on the autism spectrum and their 
families in accessing educational, therapeutic, medical and behavioral health-related resources.

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The 2018 Distinguished Service Award recipient 
is Columbus native Danny R. Chandler of 
Madison.

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2018-19 Humanities 


Jay Wilson, a history instructor on the Grenada Campus, was selected as the 
2018-2019 Holmes Community College Humanities Teacher of the Year. He delivered 
his scholarly presentation, "Mississippi's Monumental Men: Jefferson Davis and J. 
Z. George," on Feb. 21 in the Corey Forum on the Grenada Campus. The lecture was 
open to the public and a reception followed. 


The Humanities Teacher Awards recognize the contributions of humanities faculty 
at each of the state's colleges and universities. Nominations are made by the 
college or university president or humanities dean. 


"For the last several years there has been much discussion of many of the public 
monuments raised early in the last century," Wilson said. "A common refrain from 
the defenders of these monuments and statues has been ‘Leave them alone, they 
are history," but the majority of people that say this seem to have a limited 
knowledge of the history they claim to be protecting. They often don't even know 
what they really mean, why they were really put up and who put them up. 


"As Faulkner said, "The past is never dead. It's not even past.’ Southerners are sort 
of stuck on history and we don't view it as history; we see it as part of who we are 
today. In North Carolina, the 'Silent Sam' Confederate monument at Chapel Hill was 
taken down, and there's a petition at Ole Miss right now to remove the statue to the 
University Greys. Then of course there's been the ongoing debates about the state 
flag and the defense, almost uniformly, has been that it's not hate, it is history. The people that say that, though, if you can ask them to 
tell you about that history, they usually can't answer. 


"It's not my goal to convince anybody of anything, either way. I'm not an anti-monument person or a pro-monument person. I just want 
people to stop and think. With that in mind, this presentation was aimed at recounting the history of the two men memorialized by 
Mississippi in the National Statuary Hall Collection in the U.S. Capitol Building in Washington D.C.; Jefferson Davis and James Z. 
George. These statues were donated by Mississippi in the 1930s, are standing in the nation's capital and were supposed to represent 
the two Mississippians who have contributed the most and best represent what Mississippi is. 


"While I'm okay with the idea that maybe in 1933 those two men represented what most Mississippians thought our state was, or 
should be, this isn't the same state it was 100 years ago. We certainly don't have the same society that we did. Congress has 
recognized that several states might have made submissions to the collection that they regret so they changed the law to allow them to 
change out their statues to people more representative of everybody. 


"People walk through the nation's Capitol and they see Virginia's got George Washington and Thomas Jefferson, Kansas has got 
Eisenhower, and then they get to Mississippi and we've got Jefferson Davis, who most everybody recognizes and probably has a 
negative opinion of, and J.Z. George, who quite honestly nobody's heard of unless you live in Carroll County and your children went to 
J.Z. George High School.

One of the most important qualities to look for when hiring linemen is attention to detail and employees who know the importance of 
safety - not only for themselves, but for those around them. In order to provide young people with the tools to have a successful career in 
line work, Yazoo Valley has been an enthusiastic supporter of the Workforce Development Training Program for linemen at Holmes in 


Goodman. 2018 marked the 10-year anniversary for the successful program. Instructors Clarence "Mac" McBride and Lamar Dumas just 
trained the 21st class. 


The 16-week program offers students fundamental hands-on training. While enrolled, they earn a Class A commercial driver's license, 
knowledge of the Electric Safety Code, Occupational Safety and Health Administration (OSHA) standards and rules pertaining to the 
different types of utility providers they could potentially find employment with. They also learn how to operate heavy machinery used in 
line work, first aid and CPR training and pole-climbing skills. 


"The 16-week course is equivalent to about 18-months of on-the-job training," said McBride, head instructor at the lineman school. "It's a 
big advantage for employers because these students know many of the basics and can step right on in the job and take off. It's a really 
rewarding career, and if | had to do it all over again, | believe I'd try it." 


McBride came to the program after a 38-year career with Entergy Mississippi until retiring in 2008. He teaches two classes per year 
through the college along with Dumas who retired in 2011 from Natchez Trace Electric Power Association after 32 years of service. 
Together they teach the students every aspect line work. 


"Many of the students that we get here, this is kind of the last chance to find a decent quality job. Because some of them have been the 
academic route and didn't adjust, and they come here, they like the outdoors and many of them find what they like. I'm really glad they 


have this workforce program set up for these guys," said Dumas. 


The program accepts only 14 students per semester and it is an extremely competitive entry process. Earl Sysco is a program coordinator 
and works part-time at the school. He aids in the selection process for the students that attend each semester. 


"We advertise an informational meeting in local newspapers before the start of each semester. Yazoo Valley sends a representative to talk 
to the students and we tell them about the good and bad aspects of a career in line work. We explain to potential students that it's a 
career, not just a job," said Sysco. 


"We give them an application, and then they must bring that back along with their high school transcripts, physicals and their CDL permit. 
It's a lengthy process. Then we interview them. We interviewed 28 students for this class of 14. If you start with good people, you'll have 
good employees to come out of the program." 


About half of the linemen at Yazoo Valley Electric have completed the lineman program at Holmes, including Line Foreman Hunter 
Vandevere. He was in the first class that graduated in 2008. 


"This program has come a long way from the first class in 2008. These students have more to work with," Vandevere said. "I went into the 
workforce more prepared, but there were those that dropped out of the program. Some couldn't climb poles or they were scared of heights. 
Some people just aren't comfortable on a pole. At least you learn the basics of the job here and know what you'll be doing and if you are 
cut out for this type of work, or if it's even something you want to do. The program was very valuable for me when starting my career." 


Yazoo Valley Electric provides materials and support for the program. Since the beginning, the program has seen over 300 students and an 
extremely high rate of job placement. 


The instructors contact contractors, electric cooperatives, investor-owned utilities and municipalities for each of their classes, and make a 
great effort to help the students find employment once they receive their certification. 


"Probably half of the linemen we have at our cooperative have come through this program," said Dennis McFee, manager of member 
services. "If we have an available position, this is one of the first places we seek employees." 


McFee attended the program in 2009 and worked on the lines for several years before joining the executive staff at Yazoo Valley Electric. 
"It's a very rewarding career and opens up many opportunities,” he said. 


Yazoo Valley Electric is proud of the relationship that they have forged with Holmes Community College to train qualified line workers. We 
hope that the relationship continues to grow and that the program will be successful in the years to come. 
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An innovative partnership was established between the Workforce Development program at Holmes Community College and the largest 
industrial/manufacturing employer in Mississippi, Ingalls Shipbuilding. 


For 80 years, the employees of Ingalls Shipbuilding have pioneered the development and production of technologically-advanced, highly- 
capable warships for the surface Navy fleet, U.S. Coast Guard, U.S. Marine Corps and foreign and commercial customers. 


Now, Holmes' Kosciusko location hosts various training sessions to assist with their ongoing needs for new hires who are skilled in 
structural fitting, pipe fitting and welding. While these courses are tailored to specific needs of Ingalls Shipbuilding's operations, 
graduates who successfully complete the course(s) will obtain skills they may apply to the career path of their choosing. 


"We are proud and excited to announce these new course offerings, as well as our partnership with Ingalls," said Dr. Mike Blankenship, 
vice president of Workforce Development at Holmes. "Because they (Ingalls) are a large employer and a major contributor to the economic 
growth of the state, this relationship aligns closely with our purpose at Holmes' Workforce Development Centers. We aim to be a leader in 
education by serving as a comprehensive, community-oriented institution delivering flexible, responsive programs of the highest quality." 


The Pascagoula-based enterprise aims to provide students with employment offers, contingent on successful completion of the course, as 
well as recommendations from Holmes staff based on class performance. Employment with Ingalls will include a number of perks and 
benefits, including a 401K, and opportunities for advancement within the company. Additionally, the company offers frequent performance 
bonuses and a tuition-reimbursement program to allow employees to further their education while employed with Ingalls. To begin the 
program, a high school diploma/GED is not required, but preferred. 


The contracted training was conducted in a non-credit format at the Attala Center in Kosciusko. Following the 14-week shipfitting class in 
the fall of 2018, Ingalls' representatives administered one final test, and all class members were offered jobs and began employment at 
Ingalls. The remaining members were offered jobs with local companies. Two other local companies, Twin Rivers and Anel, came and 
spoke to the students about a job as well. 
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In an effort to support students in their journey from the 
classroom to the workforce or to their next step 
academically, Holmes Community College hosts Career and 
Transfer Fairs on every campus each year. Local businesses 
as well as four-year universities and professional schools 
attend, setting up booths and providing information about 
their organization. Representatives are ready to answer 
questions, accept resumes from students and talk to them 
about their next step. 


In addition to bringing recruiters to Holmes students, Holmes 
instructors go to various high schools to recruit new students 
to Holmes. Along with traditional recruiting, the Career- 
Technical Education division set out on a roadshow across 
Holmes’ nine-district county to showcase the career and 
technical programs offered at each of the college's locations.

The Bulldogs ended the season 5-4 overall and 3-3 
in the North Division. Holmes had two First Team 
All-State selections, Connor McKay and Tyshauwn 
White; two Second Team All-State selections, 
Cedrick Moffett and Tovell Henderson, Jr. and six 
Honorable Mention All-State selections: Jack 
Chavis, Charvez Embry, Kendrick Haynes, Tavian 
Johnson and Dylan Kelly. McKay was also named 
to the NJCAA Region XxXill All-Region team for his 
play this year. 


McKay, who was the placekicker for the Bulldogs 
and saw action at punter, finished the season with 
37 points and was 25-of-29 on extra points and 4- 
of-7 on field goals. White, a linebacker, finished 
with 45 tackles (25 solos and 20 assists) and had 
9.5 tackles for loss and seen sacks. He also had 
one fumble recovery and three forced fumbles. 


Henderson was a mainstay along with offensive 
front for the Bulldogs while Moffett was a key at 
cornerback on the defensive side. Moffett finished 
with 33 tackles (20 solos and 13 assists) along 
with three interceptions, 11 broken up passes and 
one blocked kick. 


Chavis was another key along the offensive front 
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for the Bulldogs while Embry and Johnson played 
along the defensive front. Embry finished with 31 
tackles (18 solos and 13 assists) while Johnson had 
24 tackles (15 solos and nine assists) along with 
seven tackles for loss and four sacks. 


Haynes, another Bulldog linebacker, led the Bulldogs 
in tackles with 67 (47 solos and 20 assists) and had 
five and a half tackles for loss, 2 and a half sacks, 
two fumble recoveries and one forced fumble. 


Hayes, a quarterback, and Kelly, a running back, lit 
up the scoreboard for the Bulldogs on the offensive 
side. Hayes was 24-of-39 for 432 yards with eight 
touchdowns and also had 67 carries for 391 yards 
on the ground with two touchdowns. Kelly had 36 
carries for 359 yards and three touchdowns and 
caught 15 passes for 385 yards and six 
touchdowns.

The Bulldogs finished the 2018-2019 season 17-10 overall 
as the Region XXIll runners-up. Although the Bulldogs 
battled hard against Pearl River Community College in the 
2019 Region XXIII Championship Game, the PRCC Wildcats 
caught up and won the game 57-52 at Mississippi College. 


Recognized for their hardwork and success on the court, two 
Bulldog sophomores, Kassim Nicholson and Winford Ross, 
were named to the Region XXiIll All-Tournament Team. 


Nicholson, a 6-6 guard/forward from Jackson, was named 
First Team All-State. He led the Bulldogs in scoring with 15 
points per game. He shot 46.6 percent from the floor (146- 
of-313), 44.9 percent from the three-point line (22-of-49) and 
70.5 percent from the free-throw line (9 1-of-129). He had 9.6 
rebounds and 2.2 assists per game. 


Ross, a 6-7 forward from Madison, averaged 9.9 points per 
game. He shot 55.2 percent from the floor (96-of-174) and 
59.4 percent from the free-throw line (76-of-128). He had 5.8 
rebounds per game. 


Nicholson and Czar Perry were named to both the MACJC 
All-State and All-Region Teams, as well. 


Perry, a 6-2 sophomore guard from El Dorado, Arkansas, was 
named First Team All-State. He averaged 14.4 points per 
game. He shot 45.2 percent from the floor (147-of-325), 
40.4 percent from the three-point line (36-of-89) and 72 
percent from the free-throw line (59-of-82). He had 3.8 
rebounds per game, 5 assists and 1.4 steals per game. He 
has committed to the University of California at Bakersfield. 


Additionally, Perry and Ross represented Holmes in the 
MACJC All-Star Game at East Central Community College on 
April 12. 


Prior to the start of the 2018-2019 basketball season, three 
Holmes sophomores — Nicholson, Ross and Javon Franklin — 
participated in Mullen's JC Top 100 Camp in Wichita, 
Kansas. Mullen's JC Top 100 Camp is a premier invitation- 
only showcase of some of the nations' top junior college 
basketball prospects. 


Franklin, a forward from Little Rock, Arkansas, averaged 10.8 
points per game last season and 8.2 rebounds and 2.5 
blocks per game. He shot 63.2 percent from the floor (122- 
of-193) and 60.9 percent from the free-throw line (67- 
of-110).

The Holmes Lady Bulldogs finished the season 9-14 
overall and 5-7 in the North Division. Their season came 
to a close after the Lady Bulldogs fell to the Itawamba 
Community College Lady Indians, 78-68, at home on 
Feb. 21. Jekalen Jones led the Lady Bulldogs with 14 
points while Christiana Harris and Janae Collier each had 
13 points. Ja'Breonia Veasey had 12, and Mikayla Patton 
led the Lady Bulldogs with 11 rebounds. 


Sophomores Jones, Harris, Collier, Veasey, Patton and 
Myeisha Robinson played their final games as Lady 
Bulldogs. Jones and Collier represented Holmes in the 
MACJC All-Star Game at East Central Community 
College on April 12. 


Jones, a sophomore guard/forward from Little Rock, 
Arkansas, led the Lady Bulldogs in scoring with 13.5 
points per game. She shot 42.1 percent from the floor 
(101-of-240), 31.3 percent from the three-point line (15- 
of-48) and 67.1 percent from the free-throw line (94- 


of-140). She had 6.1 rebounds per game, 2.3 assists and 
2 steals per game. 


Collier, a sophomore guard/forward from Pelahatchie, 
averaged 11.4 points per game. She shot 33.2 percent 
from the floor (73-of-220), 24 percent from the three- 
point line (25-of-104) and 75.3 percent from the free- 
throw line (58-of-77). She had 4 rebounds per game, 1.4 
assists and 1.4 steals per game. 


Additionally, Blytheville, Arkansas native and former 
Holmes Lady Bulldog Amber Clay joined the Lady 
Bulldog basketball team as an assistant coach. Clay 
came to Holmes after serving as the general manager of 
the Dollhouse Dance Factory in Jackson.

The Holmes Community College Bulldogs baseball team 
opened the 2019 campaign with two wins over Lake Land 
College, winning game one, 12-5, and game two, 12-1. 
Kameron Ferguson picked up the win in game one on 
the mound. He went two innings and gave up two 
runs on two hits with five strikeouts and one walk. 
Anthony Fidanza went three innings and Steven 
Lacey went two innings while Nate Oswalt and Ethan 
Gowan also pitched in the game. Jaylen Armstrong 
had two hits while Matt Warren added a double. 


In game two, Albert Hughes picked up the win. He 
went three innings and gave up one run on two hits 
with three strikeouts and three walks. Dalton 
Massingill and R.J. Pierce also threw one inning each. 


Jimmy Burse led the Bulldogs with three hits while 
Warren added a double. 


Next, the Bulldogs improved to 4-0 on the season 
with a doubleheader sweep of Crowley's Ridge, 9-2 
and 3-2, followed by improving to 6-0 on the season 
with two 7-0 win over Blue Mountain College at 
home on Feb. 25. 


The Bulldogs swept the Williams Baptist University 
Eagles at home on Feb. 28, 7-3 and 19-1, and split 
two games at Nunez Community College March 2, 
falling 10-2 in game one and winning in game two, 
6-3. The Bulldogs swept Williams Baptist yet again at 
home on March 4, 4-4 and 10-1, to improve to 11-1 
on the season. Continuing on their successful streak, 
the Bulldogs had a doubleheader sweep of Blue 
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Mountain, 5-1 and 11-3, on March 6. 


On March 10, Holmes swept the Nunez Community 
College Pelicans, 3-2, in nine innings and 8-7 in game 
two. With the wins, the Bulldogs improved to 15-1 
overall and prepared for conference play. The Bulldogs 
split two conference games on March 16 with East 
Central Community College winning game one, 5-4, 
and falling in game two, 3-1. 


With the split, the Bulldogs went to 16-2 overall and 
1-1 in the MACJC. In game one, Fidanza picked up the 
win. He went 3 2/3 innings and gave up three runs on 
three this with three strikeouts and two walks. 
Massingill and Lacey also pitched in the game with 
Lacey picking up the save.

The Holmes Lady Bulldogs started the 2019 season off 
playing against Copiah-Lincoln CC before playing in the 
Tigerfest Tournament in Booneville. The regular season 
continued, with the Lady Bulldogs picking up their first 
win of the season over Mississippi Delta CC on March10. 
Mary Clayton Burrell picked up the win. She had seven 
strikeouts and gave up no runs. Skyler Busbea, Teagun 
Barnes, Laura Fields and Kailey Chachere each had two 
hits with Busbea adding a two-run homerun while 
Chachere adding a double. 


In the game against Southwest Mississippi CC earlier that 
day, the Lady Bulldogs did not pick up a win, but Katie 
Dana led the Lady Bulldogs with a double and Summer 
Jordan added a hit. 


On March 12, the Lady Bulldogs split two games with 
Arkansas State University, winning 2-1 and falling 10-3.

Busbea led the Lady 
Bulldogs with two hits. 


On March 23, the Bulldogs lost two games to MGCCC, 11-5 
and 5-1. In game one, Barnes and Summer Jordan each had 
two hits, each adding a double. Fields and Lexie Bounds 
each added a double, as well. In game two, Barnes led the 
Bulldogs with a double. 


On March 29, the Bulldogs split two games with Southwest, 
falling 12-7 and wining 8-3.

On April 26, 2018, the Holmes Alumni Association inducted five 
former athletes into the 2018 Sports Hall of Fame in Frank 
Branch Coliseum in Goodman. The inductees included: James 
William “Bill” Bailey, men's basketball; Ashley Howard, women’s 
basketball: Jacob Peeler, football: Jason Russell, baseball and 
Terrance Sykes, football. 


Bill Bailey, an Attala County native, is a 1963 Holmes grad 
whose love of basketball earned him a spot with the Bulldogs 
under coaches Jim Murrell and Jamie Howell. 


“Playing basketball was a great part of my Holmes life,” Bailey 
said. "The friendships | made at Holmes were the highlight of my 
years.” 


While playing for the Bulldogs, he averaged 55 rebounds, scored 
almost 14 points and had a field goal percentage of 45 percent 
per game. In addition to succeeding in basketball, he was also 
voted Most Popular. Upon graduation, he transferred to the 
University of Mississippi and completed his bachelor's in 1975, 
then earned his master's from Georgetown University in 1982. 


Bailey has a unique story: During the gap between undergrad and 
graduate school, he was a prisoner of war in Vietnam for five 
years and eight months. Serving as a Naval Officer for 25 years, 
he was awarded two silver stars, two distinguished flying 
crosses and two purple hearts. He retired as a Commander. 
Among his other accomplishments, he served as vice principal of 
a high school in Anderson, South Carolina, for 17 years. In 

2015, Holmes honored Bailey as Distinguished Service Award 
recipient of the year. 


Now retired, he lives in Anderson, South Carolina, with his wife, 
Suzanne. They have three children:; James, Anne and John. 


Ashley Howard had no shortage of success when she 
played for the Lady Bulldogs under Coach Chanda Rigby from 
2004-05. She was part of the All-Region Team and the All-State 
Team in 2004, and went on to be Co-MVP for the MACJC All-Star 
Game in 2005. Howard's love of basketball began as a 

child and grew with each passing year. 


“L love basketball because | grew up playing in our backyard with 
my mother,” Howard said. 


Before Holmes, Howard was a basketball star at Durant High 
School and also at Tuskegee University in Alabama. In high 
school, she was AllSouth State, All-District and on the All- 
Tournament Team from 1999-03. She was also part of the Clarion 
Ledger girls’ basketball “Dandy Dozen,” as chosen by the Clarion 


Ledger in consultation with coaches and basketball minds around 
the state. Upon graduation from Durant H.S., Howard attended 
Tuskegee in 2003 and was part of the Southern Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference All-Tournament Team. She decided to transfer 
to Holmes, however, because her father was in the military and she 
wanted to be close to her family when he was home. 


Working hard on and off the court allowed Howard to continue on 
to the University of Memphis in 2005. She earned a bachelor's in 
biology from UofM in 2007 followed by a master's in bioinformatics 
from Mississippi Valley State University in 2009. 


Basketball for Howard is still a family activity; she plays today with 
her girls. Howard resides in her hometown of Durant with her four 
children: Hailey, 9; Harmoni, 7; Harley, 2 and Coi, 6 months. She has 
also returned to Holmes as a student and is enrolled in the 
Practical Nursing program at the Attala Center in Kosciusko. 


Jacob Peeler of Kosciusko played football at Holmes under 
Coach Hugh Shurden for two seasons in 2002 and 2003. Peeler 
played center and was on the 2002 State Championship team. He 
received other accolades, as well, including NJCAA All-American, 
NJCAA Academic All-American and JC Gridwire All-American. 
Peeler said one of his favorite memories at Holmes was winning 
the State Championship as a freshman. 


“We defeated Pearl River and Jones to win it all,” he said. 


Outside of football, Peeler was involved with Phi Theta Kappa and 
was an Ambassador. Upon graduation, he continued to play football 
at Louisiana Tech. He was on the starting lineup at Louisiana Tech, 
and earned his bachelor's in 2007. Peeler continued his studies at 
Mississippi State University, adding a master's in kinesiology to 
his resume. 


Peeler and his wife, Tori, live in Oxford, where he is the wide 


receiver coach at the University of Mississippi. Prior to returning to 
his home state, he served as WR coach at the University of

Jason Russell took a unique path to get to Holmes: He 
graduated from Madison Ridgeland Academy in 2001 and was red 
shirted at Ole Miss to play baseball. After a year and half in Oxford, 
he decided to transfer to Holmes so he could go ahead and start 
playing. Russell was a Holmes “Dirtbag” for Coach Kenny Dupont 
from 2003-04. 


During his time at as a Bulldog, he played first base and was a DH. 
He has some hitting records that still stand today. Russell recalls 
that the coach would make the team do anything it took to be able to 
play baseball. He remembers a rainy spring day when the field was 
soaked, since it was before the days of tarps. 


“Coach Dupont gave everyone on the team a cup and the team 
scooped the water off of the field one cup full at a time until the field 
was dry enough to play ball,” Russell said. 


One of the most memorable games at Holmes for Russell was 
beating Meridian CC in the State Championship tournament. After 
Holmes, Russell continued to play baseball at Delta State University 
for two more seasons. 


“Baseball at Holmes allowed me to establish some lifelong 
friendships, many of which | keep up with today,” Russell said. 


Russell now works for his family business Russell Paving in 
Madison. While at Holmes, Russell met his wife Amy Moore Russell, 
from Vaughan. They live in Madison and have two kids, Coleman and 
Charlie. 


Terrance Sykes graduated from Grenada High School and 
headed to Goodman, excited to play football for the Holmes 
Community College Bulldogs. He played under Coach Hugh 
Shurden for the 1997 and 1998 seasons. 


“Playing at Holmes was mostly a family thing as we did 
everything together,” Sykes said. 


During Sykes’ time at Holmes, he played on the offensive line 
under Coach Andy Wood. He was part of two All-State 
teams. 


“The work ethic | learned at Holmes helped me reach for the 
next level by focusing on techniques and fundamentals,” 
Sykes said. 


After Holmes, Sykes continued on to Louisiana Tech University 
where he excelled on the field and earned a B.A. in sociology. 
He received the Louisiana Tech University James Wayne Smith 
Award in 2000, which is awarded to the most valuable 
offensive lineman. Continuing to follow his love of the game, 
Sykes played with the Cleveland 

Brown's practice squad from 2001-2002 then the Oakland 
Raider’s practice squad from 2002-03. Sykes and his wife, 
Felicia, reside in Shreveport, Louisiana, and have four children:

Programs Dr. Fran W. Cox of Lexington. Dr. Cox will retire from Holmes 
Community College following the closure of the 2019 school year. 


“TI have always found Dr. Cox’s passion for the students of Holmes to be 
inspiring,” said Ridgeland Campus Academic Dean Dr. Tonya Lawrence. 
“Without a doubt, if a decision has to be made, she will always consider the 
impact to the student. I will miss that passion and her wealth of knowledge! 
She has done tremendous things during her time of leadership that have 
impacted our college and our state for the better.” 


Dr. Cox joined the Holmes family in 1996 as a science and technology 
instructor. During that first year, she was responsible for the development 
and instruction of one of the four science and technology labs in community 
colleges in Mississippi. The following year, she began teaching mathematics, 
and by 2002 she was named chair of the Science and Mathematics 
Department. Two years later, Dr. Cox moved into her current role. 


During her tenure, she directed the development of the Holmes’ student 
portal, directed legislative workshops, was a Lamplighter Conference 
Honoree and was named a Phi Theta Kappa Distinguished College 
Administrator. 


“Dr. Cox has provided strong leadership during her time at Holmes,” said 
Grenada Campus Academic Dean Dr. Myra Harville. ‘She has worked 
closely with the deans and provided encouragement and guidance as we 


have all developed in our roles.” 


Prior to working at Holmes, Dr. Cox taught mathematics, accounting and physical science courses at Central Holmes 
Christian School where she was named a Star Teacher for three consecutive years. She holds a bachelor’s in accounting 
from Mississippi State University, a master’s in mathematics education from Delta State University and a Doctorate of 
Education in Professional Studies from Delta State University. She also completed post-graduate career-technical studies 
at the University of Southern Mississippi. 


Dr. Cox has been an active member of the Mississippi Community Junior & Community College Academic Officers 
Association since 2007. She has served in numerous capacities with the association, including the role of president. Dr. 
Cox also served on the Southern Accreditation of Colleges and Schools Commission team in 2005 and again in 2015. 


‘When I think of the type of leader I hope to become, that type of leader is the one exhibited by Dr. Fran Cox: wise, 
honest, authentic, grounded but with eyes on the big picture; firm but fair," said Goodman Campus Academic Dean/ 
Attala Center Director Dr. Jenny Bailey Jones. “Dr. Cox should rest assured that the next generation of leaders she 
cultivated — all of us — stand ready to continue the work for which she is so passionate.” 


In her free time, she enjoys reading, gardening, sports and anything to do with horse-related events. She is also an active 
member of First Baptist Church of Lexington, where she has led the Children’s Choir and assisted with Vacation Bible 
School. Dr. Cox has two children, Cody Wynne Cox (Molly West) and Sara Lane Vargas (Frankie Vargas), and two 
grandchildren, Mia and Slade Vargas. 


“Fran Cox is proof that one person can make a profound difference in a community when they are committed and 
passionate about their work,” said Holmes President Dr. Jim Haffey. “Holmes County remains one of the poorest 
counties in the nation, yet Fran started a mathematics legacy 40 years ago, and hundreds and hundreds of young (and 
older) students have benefited from it. Many of us would not have made the ACT score we needed to get into advanced 
programs like engineering and medicine without the hard academic work ethic she instilled into her junior and high 
school students. Later, she brought that strong work ethic to her college classroom and eventually mentored her faculty 
across all disciplines to do the same. I contend that no one person has made a greater educational impact in our area the 
last 25 years to prepare students for college and their careers. Because of her wisdom, when Dr. Cox speaks, the rest of 
the state listens, and Holmes Community College owes its strong academic reputation to Dr. Cox for helping make us a 
leader among the colleges in Mississippi.” 
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
